Thirty-five Coast Guardsmen in 
the cutter Poplar and a picket 
boat had worked from mid-after- 
noon yesterday until midnight, re- 
suming operations at daybreak to- 
day, trying to raise the plane. 
Hooks lowered. from the cutter 
finally took hold of the fuselage 
late this morning. 

After being taken from the wa- 
ter, the plane was hoisted to the 
deck of the cutter, which then 
started its return trip to the Coast 
Guard base at the foot of Iron 
street. Crewmen said the body 
was wedged in the cockpit and 
that no efforts would be made to 
remove it until arrival at the base. 

Witnesses sald the plane, with 
engine sputtering, flew across the

The White House said today Pres- 
ident Truman probably will make 
major speeches on foreign policy, 
conservation and displaced per- 
sons on his cross-country train 
trip in June, 

Five major addresses are sched- 
uled. The probable subjecta for 
the other two speeches were not 
announced. One of them is to be 
before the Thirty-fifth Division re- 
union at Omaha June 5.

The President will leave Wash- 
ington the night of June 3. He 
will speak at Chicago in the Chi- 
cago Stadium the night of June 4.

The Banking Committee, which | 


sat on the bill for more than a 
year, was driven to holding hear- 


ings by the action of the Senate 
in passing the bill and by pen- 
dency of a petition to discharge 
the committee from further con- 
sideration of the measure, Its 
chairman, Representative Jesse 
Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, is an 
avowed opponent of public hous- 
ing, included in the T.-E.-W. bill. 
Wolcott Ultimatum, 

Wolcott is reported to have 
served notice last week on Sena- 
tor Taft, co-author of the bill, that 
his committee will not approve 
public housing for low-income 
families and that there will be no 
housing legislation this session if 
the Senate insists on public hous- 
ing. 

In this position Wolcott and his 
followers are rejecting the result 
of a $100,000 seven-month study by 
a joint Senate-House Special Com- 
mittee which reported last March 
in favor of 500,000 public housing 
units, as proposed in the T.-E.-W. 
bill. A member of Wolcott’s Bank- 
ing Committee, Representative 
Ralph Gamble (Rep,), New York, 
was chairman of the joint com- 


mittee, but Gamble is expected to | 


go along with Wolcott. 

Bakewell told the committee 
briefly of St. Louis’s plans for 
slum clearance and the need for 
public housing there, but drew 
most of his arguments from the 
report of the joint committee. 

The group, after hearing more 
than 1200 witnesses in 33 citing 
found, Bakewell recalled, that an 


average of 20 per cent of urban 


dwellings were sub-standard and 
that there were 4,500,000 slum or 
sub-standard dwellings in the 
country. 

Effect on Home Life. 

He mentioned as abvious the 
effect of these conditians on home 
life and juvenile delinquency, and 
said the problem was particularly 
acute as it concerns minority 
racial groups, 

“A careful reading of the re- 
port,” he said, “will also show 
that private industry, unaided by 
Government assistance, cannot 
solve the slum problem, 

“So the problem comes to us as 
members of Congress. Either we 
must act with decision and speed, 
or else abandon these persons in 
the lower-income brackets to a 
continued life spent amid sur- 
roundings of squalor, poverty, dis- 
ease and suffering. The responsi- 
bility is ours. We must face the 
issne.” 

Bakewell took note of teatimony 
offered by real estate interests 
that there was no need for public 
housing, because the buiiders-for- 
profit could meet the need. 

“However, it is a significant 
fact,” he added, “that the report 
of the joint committee shows that 
the belief that private industry 
could not meet the need was—and 
here I quote from the record— 
‘shared by more than half the 
leaders in the private home-build- 
ing and financing field who re- 
sponded to the (joint committee’s) 
questionnaire.” 

Cities, States Can't Do It. 

Turning to the argument that if 
thé need cannot be met by private 
builders, it ought to be met by 
states and municipal governments 
rather than with federal assist- 
ance, Bakewell again quoted the 
findings of the joint committee. It 
showed, he said, that only five 
states have funds available for 
that purpose, and nearly all cities 
are in such financial condition 
that the most to be expected of 
them is tax exemption for public 
housing. 

He was not arguing, Bakewell 
continued, that housing was the 
sole responsibility of the federal 
government; that is not ‘proposed 
in the T.-E.-W. bill, he said. The 
bill provides, he pointed out, a 
“happy medium for joint partici- 
pation for the federal government, 
local government agencies and pri- 
vate industry.” 

Concerning the need in St. 
Louis, Bakewell cited a United

Legion guns hurled a 15-minute 
‘barrage into the Jewish quarter, 
and Legion Machine guns, at al- 
most point Blank range, covered 
the demolition squad from Jewish 
snipers, 

Jewish mortars firing from the 
immediate vicinity of the Hurva 
synagogue lashed at Legion in- 
fantrymen on the old city’s thick 
southern wall. 

Meanwhile, in the southern dis- 
tricts of modern Jerusalem—Me- 
kof Hayim, Talipoth, Upper Bakaa 
and Lower Bakaa—Trans-Jordan 
artillery was smashing the way 
for the advance of Legion troops, 
together with Egyptian volunteers 
and Palestinian irregulars.

COLD WAR PRONY 
VIEWED AS ENDED 


Right Back Where We 
Started,’ U.S. Official 
Says After Tass Blast 
Repeating Charges. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)-— 
American diplomats said today 


the cold war with Russia is over— 
that this is where we came in. 
The East-West bickering appar- 
ently goes on unchecked after 20 
days of crazy quilt diplomacy that 


a letup was in sight. 

Russia seems to have had the 
last word: “Clearly the attitude 
of the Government of the United 
States is not conducive to progress 
in international affairs.” 

Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
put out this “authorized” verdict 
Saturday night in a broadside de- 
claring the United States was 
wrong on every issue dividing this 
country and Russia. This latest 
statement held out no hope that 
Russia would do what Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall pro- 
posed—show by its actions that it 
really is willing to settle some of 
the east-west disputes. 

New Attack No Surprise. 

American diplomats did not ap- 
pear to be surprised by the Rus- 
sian blast. 

“We are now right back where 
we started,“ said one official, 
familiar with United States-Soviet 
relations, He meant that the Mos- 
cow “olive branch,” as some called 
it, had been withdrawn in favor 
of the familiar tar brush. 

For the charges newly hurled 
in one salvo were the one fired 
piecemeal or otherwise almost 
daily by Moscow radio up to the 
time that “peace talks” first were 
mentioned nearly three weeks ago. 
They find fault with American 
actions from Greece to Korea, 
from the time of Potsdam to the 
present. 

So ends, apparently, the strange 
period of Ambassador Walter 
Pedell Smith’s two interviews with 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov; of Molotov’s “peace 
talks“ gesture; of Marshall's 
“show us“ reply; of Henry Wal- 
lace’s letter to Prime Minister 
Joseph Stalin; of Stalin's reply. 

11 Major Differences. 

The United States now has 
listed 11 major points of differ- 
ence with Russia—points on which 
agreement, in the American view, 
has been blocked by Moscow. Rus- 
sia has replied that the Ameri- 
cans and the Americans only are 
at fault for the stalemate 

Both sides agree on only one 
thing: that a stalemate exists. 

Who, if anybody,, won the 20- 
day propaganda exchange? So far 
as opinion abroad goes, that will 
be argued tor a long time. Most 
diplomats agree that the Krem- 
lin's first blow was a powerful 
one. That was Russia’s surprise 
announcement acceptin what 
Molotoy called Smith's invitation 
to talk over American-Soviet dif- 
ferences, Whether the United 
States rallied quick enough and 
hard enough remains a question. 

So far as opinion at home goes, 
the Russians provided opponents 
of the Truman Administration 
with fresh ammunition. Wallace, 
as third party presidential candi- 
date, already has fired some of it.

Negro Woman Resumes Her Fight

Thurgood Marshall, special 
counsel for the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of cae 
ored People, told Judge Justi 
Hinshaw of the Cleveland County 
District Court the resumption of 
Mrs. Fisher's two-year legal battle 
would take two main lines, 

On the one hand, he said, an 
attempt would be made to show 
the recently established law school 
at Langston University did not 
‘offer a legal education equal to 
that obtainable by white citizens 
at the University of Oklahoma, 

No. Rational Basis for Law. 

“Secondly, we will attempt to 
show,” he continued, “that the 
statutes requiring segregation or 
exclusion of Negroes from the 
University of Oklahoma is an un- 
reasonable classification — without 
a factual or rational basis. We 
are prepared to prove that racial 
classification is not only odious as 
such but has no rational basis in 
connection with education.” 

State Attorney General Mac Q. 
Williamson, who has assumed the 
defense of the case, indicated an 
all-out fight would 2 made 
against the attack on the state's 
segregation laws. These laws 
were not passed by a single legis- 
lature that later adjourned and 
was forgotten,” he said, “These 
laws are a part of the bedrock of 
public policy in this state, as ex- 
pressed in the State Constitution. 
We must and will oppose any at- 
tempt to change this long-estab- 
lished policy.” 

First witness called by Mrs, 
Fisher waa William R. Ming Jr., 
Negro member of the faculty of 
the law school of the University 
of Chicago and a former Assistant 
State Attorney General of Illinois. 

Ming said a survey he made 
last January of the rooms set 
aside in the State Capitol at 
Oklahoma City for the law school 
of Langston University did not 
compare with the building of the 
University of Oklahoma devoted 
to the teaching of law, 

Library Criticized. 

He said the state law library in 
the Capitol, to be ade available to 
the Langston students, was a good 
library but was not too accessible 
and was better adapted to the 
practice than the teaching of law. 
He said it lacked a number of law 
reviews and modern text books 
found in the university library. 

He said one 10-by-20-foot room 
served as a classroom at the State 
Capitol, with the remaining two 
rooms serving as offices for the 
dean and his secretary. It was ob- 
vious he did not regard this as a 
suitable plant for a law school, 

Mrs. Fisher’s attack on segre- 
gation in general was expected to 
be made through the testimony of 
experts in the fields of anthro- 
pology, sociology and law school 
educational theory to the effect it 
is impossible to provide “equal” 
facilities in separate school sys-

Mis- 
souri previously had followed the 
practice of paying tuition for its 
Negro citizens at non-segregated 
institutions in adjoining states. 


In her first case, which began 
in the game state court here, Mrs. 
Fisher succeeded in getting from 
the United States Supreme Court 
the addition of a time element to 
the Gaines doctrine. Not only 
must the state provide a legal 
education for Mrs. Fisher and 
other qualified Negro applicants, 
but it must “provide it as soon 
as it does for applicants of any 
other group,” the court said. 


Separate School. 


Taking note of this time ele- 
ment, the District Court here or- 
dered the Board of Regents of 
Higher Education to establish a 
separate law school for Negroes 
with the provisio that until the 
separate school was established, 
Mrs. Fisher should be admitted to 
the law school of the State Uni- 
versity. Failing such action, the 
law school at the State University 
was not to enroll any students 
for the first-year class, the sec 
ond semester of which began Jan 
29. On Jan, 26, a sepafate lav 
school for Negroes was set up i 
three rooms of the Capitol ar 
Oklahoma City and designated as 
the Law School of Langston Uni- 
versity, the state-supported high- 
er institution of learning for Ne- 
groes. 

Counsel for Mrs. Fisher then 
filed an application in the United 
States Supreme Court for an or- 
der compelling the Oklahoma 
courts to follow the higher court's 
original mandate. The United 
States Supreme Court denied the 
application on the ground its pre- 
vious opinion had not decided the 
issue of whether a state might 
not satisfy the equal-protection 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment by establishing a separate 
law school for Negroes, It sug- 
gested the state would have to 
pass on the issue before the Su- 
preme Court could entertain the 
question. 

The present case—in effect, a 
request for further relief in the 
original proceeding—seeks an or- 
der requiring Mrs. Fisher's ad- 
mission to the state university for 
the reason, among others, that 
“the total of the educational op- 
portunities afforded by the School 
of Law of Langston University Is 
not equal to that offered by the 
State of Oklahoma to all other 
qualified | applicants other than 
Negroes.”

Defense of Private Schools 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

David H. Nicholson, president of the 
Adult Educational Council of Greater 
St. Louis, implied by the tone of his 
letter that here in Missouri “mushroom 
schools” that “fall short of being educa- 
tional institutions” have been allowed to 
flourish. This, fortunately, is far from 
true. We in the prewar private school 
educational field have been the victim of 
the proverbial “sour apple.” 

Owing to the stringent regulations 

under which private schools operate and 
the vigorous supervision of the Veterans’ 
Administration and Board of Education, 
it is highly improbable that private 
schools could succeed in planning 
courses not approved by these super. 


Not all veterans are of higher insti- 
tutional caliber. Shall a veteran with 
little academic background, and with 
mechanical aptitude, be denied the right 
to train for his future? 

‘Many veterans have been sadly disil- 
lusioned by their inability to pursue 
higher institutional courses.

Austria the Unhappy

In the days when the double-eagle still 


snapped on the flagstaffs of Schoenbrunn Pal- 
‘ace, when the Hapsburgs’ famed white horses 


still pranced in the Spanish Riding Academy, 
when Madam Sacher still served those wonder- 
ful cakes in her coffee-house, and when the 
strains of Strauss waltzes still floated through 
the Vienna Woods, the Viennese used to speak of 
Austria feliæ— Austria the happy. But now the 
phrase is not to be heard on any Austrian’s lips. 

‘There was hope, three years Ago, that it might 
once again have validity. But like so many 
other hopes, that one has gone down under the 
wéight of Russian intransigeance. The effort 
to write an Austrian peace treaty has come to 
a virtual end. The Russians are standing pat 
on Yugoslav claims to parts of mineral-rich 
Carinthia and scenic Styria. The French, Brit- 
ish and Americans insist that Austria's terri- 
tory shall be substantially what it was when 
Hitler took over in 1938. And that’s that. 

For an indefinite period, Austria now stands 
condemned to a frustrating half-life. Unlike the 
Russians, the Western powers recognize the 
country as liberated rather than conquered. But 
it remains divided and occupied. No matter how 
much respect the American commander, Gen. 
Keyes, and his British and French associates 
may have for the government of President Ren- 
ner and Chancellor Figl, it can hardly be inde- 
pendent and efficient under present conditions. 

While the Americans have been paying their 
own way since last July, the other powers still 
charge occupation costs to Austria. The sum 
runs to more than 10 per cent of an impover- 
ished nation’s budget. Yet there can be no 
thought of removing the handicaps of occupa- 
tion so long as the Kremlin plots against the 
regime. And Stewart Alsop said only yesterday 
that it is still busy with such schemes. 

What the long-range effect will be, it is hard 
to say. But certainly the situation does not en- 
hance the prospect of Austria as a seed-bed of 
democracy in Central Europe. That is what it 
was for a time after World War I. In spite of 
drastic’ territorial surgery and the loss of many 
economic advantages, the Austrians made a good 
beginning with freedom. 

Even when the pressure of fascist Germany 
and Italy strengthened the hand of Austria's 
own totalitarians. there was ardent popular re- 
sistance. As William Shirer said, the first shots 
in the war of fascism against democracy were 
fired in Vienna on Feb. 12, 1934. That was 
the day on which Dollfuss sent the Heimwehr 
against the Vienna workers’ apartments. But 
then the Anglo-Saxon world was not yet alive 
to what was happening to democracy in Europe. 

Indeed, Britain and the United States were 
none too helpful toward a reborn Austrian 
democracy at end of World War II. The 
German South Tyrol, for example, was 
turned over to Italy as a quick and easy sop for 
the displeasing Itallan-Vugoslav frontier, Italy's 
De Gasperi was more aware of the implications 
of this grant than were those who made it. With 
Austria’s Gruber, he negotiated an agreement 
affirming the rights of the German-speaking 
inhabitants of Bolzano and Trento provinces. 

Suddenly awake to Austria's forbearance, 
London and Washington recognized this pact es 
a great act of statesmanship and an indication 
of Vienna's willingness to co-operate in the 
peaceful rehabilitation of Europe. As such, 
they decided to make it part of the Austrian 
peace treaty, the treaty that still is unsigned. 

If only signatures were put to that document, 
if only the Red Army would march out, the 
Austrians believe that they could work out their 
salvation. Chancellor Figl points out that terri- 
torial losses have been offset to a considerable 
extent by wartime increases in Austria’s indus-. 
trial plant. If that could be utilized, and if— 
through a series of trade treaties with its neigh- 
bors—the economic advantages of the old Haps- 
burg empire could be regained without its politi- 
cal disadvantages, he believes that Austria would 
become much more than a tourist attraction. But 
as Foreign Minister Gruber says, “the idea of a 
free Austria fitted economically into a Commu- 
nist Danube region is absurd.” Thus Russia blocks 
progress. 

And so far nobody has found a way of chang- 
ing the Kremlin's mind or lifting its heavy hand. 
Unhappy Austria, indeed“? |

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A Timid, Legalistic Out 

At last the curators of the University of Mis- 
souri have made a statement concerning the ap- 
propriation of $400,000 for a new separate, state- 
supported law school for Negroes at St. Louis. 
Speaking through their president, Allen McRey- 
nolds of Carthage, they say in answer to a di- 
rect inquiry by the St. Louis Civil Liberties 
committee: 

It is quite clear from the constitutions, 
statutes and court decisions of this state that 
separation of whites and Negroes for the 
purpose of education is a studied, deliberate 
policy ratified and approved by the people 
of Missouri. 

As further evidence that this is the “studied, 
deliberate policy,” the curators, who include Guy 
A. Thompson and Roscoe Anderson of St. Louis, 
cite the very fact of the appropriation of the 
$400,000 as a current application of the policy. 


No one questions what the policy has been. 
The issue now is whether it is a wise one with 
respect to higher education, particularly fes- 
sional training such as is required for the law, 
medicine, engineering and other skilled fields. 


The Constitution of 1875 made segregation in 
public education compulsory. Under it, Negroes 
could have been admitted to the University of 
Missouri only after an amendment to the Consti- 
tution had been passed by the voters. The new 
Constitution greatly modified that policy. It gives 
the Legislature authority to set aside the rule of 
segregation to the extent that the Legislature 
sees fit. 

To be sure the Legislature should act. Some 
day it will act in the interests of justice, equal 
education and a wise use of state funds, But it 
will act the sooner if it receives the guidance it 


should have from the curators of the University | 


of Missouri, 

The regents of the University of Oklahoma 
asked the deans of their university what they 
thought should be done about this problem. Six 
deans replied that they thought Negroes should 
be admitted to graduate and professional schools, 
In such a way is public opinion assisted and 
formed. 

Missouri knows what its Constitution says. 
What it wants to know-is what its curators think. 


Do they favor an investment of a half million 
dollars for a separate, school every time a few 
Negroes wish to study one of the professions? 
The Bar Association of St. Louis has appealed 
frankly to Gov. Donnelly to veto the appropfia- 
tion in the interests of justice, economy and 
equal education. 

A university is supposed to be a forward-look- 
ing, inquiring place where minds are bold. Un- 
til the curators take a stand on the issue, many 
Missourians will be forced to the conclusion that 
they use legalisms to screen timidity. ‘ 


We suggest they visit the universities of Kan- 
sas, Iowa, Illinois, yes, and even Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, before Missouri falls further behind 
in providing equal opportunity in higher edu- 
cation. |

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Lebanon’s Rashness 


The State Department should serve a demand 
on Lebanon for the immediate release of the 
41 Americans taken off an American ship at 
Beirut last week.

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A Squandered Resource 


The waste of water involved in the Pick-Sloan 
plan for Missouri Valley development is epito- 


-mized in an announcement over the week-end 


from Billings. Montana is starting to make a 
study of its water resources. Yet knowledge of 
the water.resources of the entire valley is an in- 
dispensable first step to development, if water is 
not to be wasted prodigally. 

Montana is just beginning to find out who 
claims water and how much they claim in 1. 
500,000 filings for water rights. It is just begin- 
ning to learn how much water is being utilized. 
Even when it gets through, it will not know for 
certain the amount of flow in the streams within 
its borders. That, like most of the rest of the 
water survey, can best be done by the Federal 
Government, which is not stopped by artificial 
state lines but can follow the natural lines of 
geography. 

While the Army Engineers and the Reclama- 
tion Bureau through their Pick-Sloan plan are 
going ahead to make an unknown total demand 
upon an unknown total supply of water, what- 
ever stupendous waste is involved, the impor- 
tance of conserving our water supply has re- 
ceived a new emphasis. Shortages are occurring 
all over the United States, and an article in Col- 
lier’s magazine, reprinted under the cartoon to- 
day, says water supply may eventually set limits 
on the population and development of the coun- 
ty Mey 

In the Missouri valley, we never have had 
enough water and never will have enough, for 
the greater part of the area is subhumid. 


It would be folly at any time to construct a 
9-foot navigation channel which may require all 
the water in the river and at the same time to 
build vast irrigation projects which will require 
most of the same water. It is doubly folly to go 
ahead with such a planless, extravagant and self- 
contradictory set of projects when the Army En- 
gineers in their only documented analysis of the 
9-foot proposal concluded that it was in fact un- 
justified. 

We propose again, and will continue to pro- 
pose, that this foolish waste be stopped, and that 
the development of the Missouri valley be planned 
and carried out by a single agency, yet to be 
created, which instead of frittering away the raw 
materials of our future will conserve and use 
them,

The West and Southwest are returning to desert by using water 
faster than it stores up underground; cities and industries in East 
and Midwest also feeling the pinch; the situation needs less squab- 
bling over water supplies and more attention to conservation laws,

Large chunks of our country are running 
out of water. Drouth is creating havoc in 
the Southwest. 


At Sacramento, Calif., a newspaper puts 
a black border on its weather news, The 
item gays, No rain for 42 days, No rain 
today or tomorrow.“ Townsfolk in Santa 
Barbara, forced to ration water, rename 
their city Sahara Barbara. In California's 
Central Valley dairy farmers 
slaughter their cows, and cattlemen send 
steers out of the state by the thousand. No 
pasture. Beekeepers ship“ out their bees. 
No flowers. 


Drouth, even as war and pestilence, 
must pass. The kind of water shortage 
many communities face has nothing to do 
with drouth, Far from passing, the short- 
age is, as one alarmed geologist described 
it, “spreading like a creeping paralysis.” 


We are using up our underground water 
faster than nature can replenish it. Chalk 
it up to overpumping. We are also running 
out of surface water—our rivers and lakes. 


In the Southwest some experts are al- 
ready reckoning the day when the last 
newcomer will cross the Rockies heading 
west, because there will no longer be 
enough water for all. Some engineers in 
Los Angeles have even set the deadline 
1068, 


Arrival of the Deadline 


In Arizona, and in California’s Imperial 
Valley, the deadline has arrived. In dhe 
Texas Panhandle, in the Dakota plains, 
and even in such Eastern communities as 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Brooklyn, men 
are learning a sobering lesson. Like oil 
and coal, you can take water out of the 
ground faster than nature can put it back. 


Irrigation is to dry Arizona’s economy 
what lifeblood is to a human being. In 
the Eloy area, water is being mined 11 
times faster than it can, naturally, be put 
back, In Maricopa county it is being taken 
out 18 times as fast’ and for Arizona as a 
whole, twice as fast. In several areas water 
levels have dropped 55 feet in six years. 


As farm produce continues to bring pre- 
mium prices, Arizona farmers get more 
land under irrigation and dig more wells. 
Some land has already returned to desert 
because of lack of water. Three hundred 
and fifty thousand acres, or about a third 
of all that state’s arable land, face the 
same fate. 

In the Panhandle’s high plains area, at 
Lubbock, Tex., farmers swamped local mer- 
chants this spring with demands for pumps, 
gobbling them up 50 a day. It costs about 
$6700 to dig a well, but with wheat bringing 
more than $2 a bushel farmers figured it 
was worth it. Where only 1100 wells 
tapped the underground pools in the 1930s, 
7200 drain it now. 

Yes, drain. Every year nature stores 
enough water in the area to cover 50,000 
acres with a foot of water (50,000 acre- 
feet). But last year Panhandle farmers 
withdrew 750,000 acre-feet. That's 15 times 
as much as nature could put in! In 14 
years, over-pumping has lowered the water 
table 40 feet. 


Limits on Industry Growth 


The Middle West, and the Fast, too, are 
drawing down their underground supplies, 
Water levels under downtown Louisville 
have dropped 40 feet in 10 years, and in the 
outskirts, distillers and synthetic- rubber 
producers hoard their water like misers. 
At Indianapolis the water table is down as 
much as 50 feet, 

Baltimore had to reduce pumping at the 
beginning of the war when wells became 
contaminated with salt. Philadelphia’s 
water has been tasting more like Epsom 
salts every year, 

A limiting factor now on industry and 

culture in some areas, the sacarcity of 
water will dry up our future growth un- 
lesa we know how much water is available 
and then use it wisely. It takes 65,000 gal- 
lons of water to produce a ton of steel, 


seven to 10 gallons to produce one gallon 
of gasoline, 15 gallons to make one gallon 
of beer. It takes 800,000 gallons to irri- 
gate one acre of oranges. And when we 
get around to making synthetic fuel from 
coal or shale it will take as much as 50,000,- 
000 gallons of water per plant per day. 

Where's the water coming from? Much 
of it will have to come from wells, for more 
than half of our water—or 20 billion gal- 
lons—comes from underground. 

Man proposes great plans for Southern 
California, Nevada and Arizona. But the 
Colorado river disposes. The seven depen- 
dent states have made claims on the Colo- 
rado that add up to more water than it can 
furnish them. Someone someday will have 
to decide which areas shall stop growing— 
which of the kittens in the litter must 
drown. 


Battle Among Seven States 


The two states most determined to grow 
are California and Arizona. More people 
have moved to California during the last 
several years than there are in the whole 
state of Virginia, On a smaller scale, Ari- 
zona has enjoyed a similar expansion, 

So bitter has the struggle for the water 
hole become that the threat of civil war 
has flared up. Now, with thousands of 
Arizona acres dying for lack of water and 
with trains and busses disgorging new 
migrants to California daily, the row is 
heading for a showdown. When you add 
up all the claims of the seven states and 
Mexico, you discover why the arithmetic of 
the Colorado river is giving everyone a 
headache. There are 1,000,000 acre-feet less 
in the river than the seven states claim! 


The seven Colorado Compact states battle 
as if they were sovereign countries fight- 
ing over access to uranium for atomic 
bombs. Any state that seeks federal funds 
to build a water-yielding project’ must 
count on bitter opposition from jealous 
neighbors. When a Colorado water engi- 
neer left his job to take a similar post with 
California, Gov. Knous sent a bristling tele- 
gram to Gov. Warren. California had cap- 
tured an employe who had highly confi- 
dential Colorado water data, Gov. Knous 
charged. 

All this proves that energies are likely 
to be directed toward opening up new sup- 
plies of water or battling over old ones, 
Little effort has as yet gone toward con- 
serving water, the only alternative. Al- 
though both California and Arizona are 
running out, neither state, at this writing, 
had thought it necessary to adopt laws re- 
quiring as much as a permit for a man 
who would dig a well. 


Save It or Else 


California and Arizona are no more dere- 
lict than most other states. Only eight of 
the 48 have laws governing the use of un- 
derground water. In the others a man is 
free to punch a hole down into the earth 
until he strikes water. If he drains off a 
neighbor’s supplies there’s nothing that the 
neighbor can do about it, ~ 


The average American requires moré 
than 100 gallons of water each day. Only 
part of it is used for drinking or washing. 
Most of it is needed by the industries ‘or 
farms that support his community, Euro- 
peans use only a quarter, of this—a key to 
the difference in the standards of living. 


Like the car and the radio, ample water 
is part of our way of life, It is even part 
of our national defense. During the last 
war some 300 proposed war-plant sites had 
to be discarded because of water scarcity. 
The situation, geologists insist, is by no 
means hopeless. But as in the case of our 
mineral and other resources, it is time we 
take stock of how much water we have and 
learn how to use it without using it up.

But it 
will not be what it was when they 
‘were proposals, when, because they 
were unknown and uncertain 
quantities, they aroused hopes and 
fears which could not be meas- 
ured. 


For the period of the election 
Mr. Marshall will be in the posi- 
tion of a general who knows the 
limits ef the material forces at his 
command, and must now make the 
most of them by planning, lead- 
ership, and morale. Congress will 
have supplied him with money and 
weapons. But he and the State 
Department will have to supply 
the political insight and judgment 
and resourcefulness, and the dip- 
lomatic know-how.

If, as the saying goes, the morale 
fs to the material in war as three 
is to one, the ratio is at least

Seen against the background of 
the election, the adjournment of 
Congress, ard the long critical 
months of the coming summer 
end avtumn, the recent episodes 
— Smith-Molotov, Wallace-Stalin, 
and the Truman- Marshall public 
reactions to them— cannot be writ- 
ten off as nothing more than Rus- 
sian propaganda on the one hand 
and diplomatic inexpertness on 
the other. For the net result of 
the Administration's negatives has 
been to disclose a grave deficiency 
—the lack of an affirmative politi- 
cal policy with which to make use 
of the money and the arms placed 
at its disposal. 

After Mr. Marshall had said no, 
no, to Molotov and Stalin, there 
was an embarrassing silence, be- 
cause he was not prepared to say 
anything interesting to the world 
which was waiting so eagerly for 
him to say something. 

Marking Time. 

The Administration is proceed- 
ing on the theory that it cannot 
do anything, or even say anything, 
on the great issucs which divide 
the world until western Europe is 
economically stronger, until it is 
united in a military alliance, until 
western Germany has a govern- 
ment and is a going concern, and 
until American military power has 
been re-established. This theory, 
though plausible, is defective, lack- 
ing political energy, and we can 
already see that it is not going to 
work.

like Berlin, Korea, Greece, taking 
no positive position on the really 
great issues which arise from the 
division of Europe. 


Losing Confidence. 


For in the meantime he will be 
losing—there is evidence that he 
is losing—the confidence of the 
great masses of the people of Eu- 
rope. This is not to say that they 
are becoming more Communist, 
quite the contrary. But there is 


are beginning to doubt more and 
more strongly whether this Ad- 
ministration knows how, or even 
very earnestly wants to know 
how, to give them peace and re- 
lief from the burden of military 
occupation and military pressure. 
The negative attitude taken by 
Mr. Marshall recently, coupled 
with the strategic ideas which un- 
derline American rearmament, are 
profoundly disturbing to the peo- 
ples of Europe. They still prefer 
us, no doubt, to the Russians, 
but, to be frank about it, not be- 
cause we are inspiring hope and 
confidence but as the giver of

For we are not identified, as we 
could be and should be, with the

So astounding was their feat 
that when they first admitted 
having taken and flown the plane, 
their parents and Oklahoma City 
authorities were extremely skepti- 


cal, 

Skeptical also were the writer 
and William Sehlde, pilot of the 
Post-Dispatch plane, when we 
arrived in Oklahoma City to talk 
to the boys. But after an hour's 
conversation with them, Schilbe 
was convinced the boys had done 
just what they said they did. It's 
a minor miracle,” Schilbe said.

IS opinion was borne out by 
Mark Evans, St. Louis flyer 
and former Ercoupe salesman, 
who introduced the plane in St. 


Louls. 


“While the plane is about the 
nearest thing there is to being 
foolproof, if there is such a thing, 
Evans said, “the boys were amaz- 
ingly lucky.” 

The boys themselves, however, 
were at some disagreement on 
this score. Ronnie, who entered 
into the adventure with little mis- 
givings, concedes now that Lady 
Luck was on their side. Jimmy, 
on the other hand, looks at you 
as though you were a little silly 
when you ask him if there 
weren't at least a few traces of 
doubt in his mind regarding his 
ability to fly à plane. 

“Why, no,” he says, sternly and 
a trifle impatiently. He went on 
to gay that had they been able to 
“kick off” one of the conventional 
type planes, which involve both 
hand and foot controls, they 
would have taken one of those.

The instrument panel of an 
Ercoupe, compared to the panel 
of a conventional type plane, is 
as simple as the dashboard of a 
Model T Ford, In the center, is 
the compass, below that is the 
tachometer which indicates the 
revolutions per minute of the en- 
gine. A dial at upper left shows 
the air speed. At upper right 
another dial shows the altitude. 
At lower left is an oll pressure 
gauge, and at lower right is a dial 
showing the engine temperature. 
There is a gasoline indicator the 
boys knew they had plenty of gas 
even though they weren’t sure 
just how long it would last—and 
at the left of the panel is a starter 
button. : : 

“There wasn’t any trouble get- 
ting it started,” one of the boys 
explained. “There was a button 
marked starter. We pushed it, 
and the engine started.”

was taxi-ing across the field, try- 
ing to get enough speed to take 
off. We reached the top of this 
little knoll and I pulled back on 
the wheel, but we weren't. going 
fast enough.

EVELOPING into a good cook 

is similar to the process of 

becoming an expert swimmer. 
Good instruction and a lot of 
show-me how is necessary to learn 
to swim or float even a short 
distance.
